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SWEEPS DISTRICT 
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Electric Rain and Hail Storm Does Damage in Strip 

. Between Eckville and Pine Lake on Sunday Morning 
| —Very Severe in Clearview and Willowdale—Gar- 
' dens Smashed But Few Windows Broken in City. 


About half: past two Sunday morn- 
ing the district was visited iby the 
worst hail storm since 1911. It atart- 
ed, according to the best {nformation 
we have been able to obtain, about 
four miles beyond Bckville, and from 
there tit travelled in nearly a straight 
Ine as far as [Pine Lake. The width 
of the storm varied from four 
miles to ajboult twelve miles, and at 
times was much more violent than 
at others. The crops around Eckvillie 
were flattened. Benallto, where the 
crops are good this year, fortunately 
was not so hard hit. At Sylvan Lake, 
especially around ithe south end, the 
loss 'was nearly complete. At Red 
Deer there 'was a bigger percentage 
of rain, but all through the districts 
of Clearvisw, Willowdale and Horn 
Hill, everything was ‘beaten down, 
windows (broken, and in some case9

Our snaws melt and run off 
ourllands unheeded. Is our scienitific 
and medchanidal ingenuity Itself so 
Sterile thalt i cannot suggest methods 
by whichilthese supplies of walter can be 
malde available for our crops without 
such expense as to make their em- 
ploymemt useless? Hor instance, 
have thie possibilities been fully ‘ex- 
plored of pumping wajer by wind 
Power, storing ft on high ground and 
distributing lit by gravitation over the 
crop-bearing areas? Need such 
methods epmployed by ‘individual far- 
mars be either expensive or inade- 
quate? If an olive grove nearly ten 
miles i area can be drrigated from 
ané small mouniaiin stream without 
the use of any wooden or metal pip: 
ing whaltever, as is ‘the case in Dasit- 
ern Europe, is such a suggiastion ais 
thils an absurd and impracticable one? 

This ils a question for the expert ¢7 
gimeer amd the pradatitual farmers, but 
sometimes the engineer seems unable 
to think except fa tlerms of exp -nsiva 
and elaborate sahemes. and some- 
times the farmer is unable to think at 
all except in those of the recent past 
and the immediate neighbourhood. It

THE INTERNATIONAL 
EMIGRATION CONFERENCE 


This Inlternattilonial migration Con- 
ference, held in Rome im the earlier 
part of tthe summer, was almost 
wholly wiithioult results. It passed 
soma perfectly useless though 
theoreftically amiabla resolutions. 
Other resolutfons were paved by 
same of ‘the nations represented at 
the Conference, while the rm'maining 
nations absialined from voting on 
them at all. Under am appearance of 
Good wil] and coroperaitiion. there lurk- 
ed poflemitial hostility and a sharp 
comflict of intrest. Nationk like 
Italy which has an increasingly large 
surplus population and no sutktable 
colonies, wish ‘to secure for their 
people the pracdtichlly umrestrilcted 
right of enjtry fnilo other lands, and 
at the same ititme to keep at least a 
modified control over them’ as regards 
nationality. Nations like the Untited 
States flaily deny the right of un- 
restricted emery and are girongly op- 


ob- 


posed to anything-like the .ctention 


living within their borders. 
nations which have few oc no 
passenger carrying ships wish to im- 
pose all sorts of regulations on ship- 
ping compuntes for the benert of the 
passengers. One such was a regula: 
tion that every passenger steamer 
must have a refrigerator room on 
board for the preservajilon of the 
bodies of any emigrants who might die 
at sea, and whiose relations wished to 
gend tthem balck for ‘burial dm their 
native’ land! The nialtiionis to which 
the great shipping compamiles belong, 
Politely tgnored these philanthropic 
proposals ai; olen peaple’s: expense. 

The tfaiqt is ltthalt once agin this 
emigraitiidu question ts becoming an 
acullg and daingerous one in the world. 
It wals (al doinsttainit source ‘of war in old 
days it seems likely to bea source 
of wer again im the comparaiiively 
near future. Thia desirable lands of 
the world are either over-crowded' or 
are held by nations whilch have no 
wikhh thialt they should become either 
overcrowded or peopled by races of 
widely different origins. Hor thie 
time befng ithe United States ib 
bearing the chiief brunt of the result- 
ing pressure. Both for Huropebins 
and Orient\als the United ‘Staltes ib 
the most desirable land in which ‘to 
settle. In respect of climalte, pros- 
perity and government ih presents 
gnaat alitractions to the peoples of 
thig overcrowded Tands. Yet tthie 
Shales by tits recent ‘mmigraitilon alct 
has just ammounced its intention of 
almpsit completely clasing tits doors to 
ail but the British and German racep. 
Ij] is noo wonder thai! an international 
conference on emigration quesitions 
found iitdelf skating om very thin ice, 
and had to pabs lightly anid hurriedly 
over many dangerous places iin order 
to avoid disaster. 

Thera appdars to be no penrceful 
solution of ithils problem possible. If 
ane nition says that it wants free 
access: Ho certalin territory and an- 
Other olaltiiom flatly refuses tto give it 
such aecess, no verbal argument will 
seitle ithe quekitfion to ‘the saltiisiiac- 
tion of both ‘parties. There musi be 
either reludtant and angry acquies- 
canice tin ‘thie refusal of dnitry or there 
must be war. It) d very generally 
forgotten that Japaim was ai closed 
lan'd ito foreigners ti] the guns of an 
Americam fleet forced open the door 
im 'the middle of last century. It is 
now ithe turn of America to close its 
doors, for thid ‘world tio ask whether 
those doors will not eventually ‘be 
assailed if not opened by fionce of 
war.

The Rodeo or Stampedewt the Brit 
ish Empird Bxhibition im London thik 
bummer thas excited grea) fnterest 
and admirattiion, for thie slill snd 
pluck of {those taking part dm it, but 
ithhas also roused much criticism and 
discussion als 'to whether it involves 
needless anid unjustifinble ‘cruelty to 
animals, Ty has been’ pofinited ‘out, 
rahier amusingly im some ims'tances, 
that as far as the riding contests are 
concerned, any ermuelty that may be 
involved fis cruelty ito the humans 
rather thian to the animals. Under 
the conditions of the conttests the 
odds ‘are all-in favour of the aninyals 
hurting 'thia men rather than the men 
whliidh exceptiion has been ttakem with 
hurting thi anfmals. The icontest to 
whidh exception has been taken with 
mgt justice is that of steer roping, 
which certalinly doep sbmetimes cause 
pain and injuries to the animals. 

‘Sudh a discusdion ds quite right aid 
prdper, anid we who are mora accus- 
tomed ,thian ‘thle British public to such 
axhibitidns, may ourselves usefully 
consider the questions raised. It is 
am honourable characteristic of ‘the 
Brifigh race throughout the Hmpire 
and of th Anglo-Saxon element in 
the Unlited Gtalties that thieir trealt- 
ment of animals is on the whole 
marked ‘by @ high level of humamity 
Ib was not always tthe case, as will be 
realizdd «lt ance when :the old cack- 
fighting, bdar/baliting and-stmilar so- 
calldd amusements are remembered. 
Tt ds not the cage today with many of 
the supposedly civilized races of the 
world. The Latin races, for instaince, 
tend to Itreat animals: with very little 
consideration, and ome of the most 
repuldive fidatures of the Irish out- 
rages iof recenit times was the fre- 
quent maimiing and wounding of 
harmless animals by the “oppressed” 
Irish as a meams of causing distress 
and jnjury ‘to their “tyrannous” Eng- 
Msdh owners. ‘The bull-fights of Spain 
are rightly regarded with disgust by 
British people. It iis therefore highly 
desirable that we should try to haep 
our hainds as cleam as possible ir 
this respeat. 

Steer roping was in the past and 
t: some extent is today am ordins + 
indiden't of tthe caltitle trade, and skill 
im {ft ds nledessary part of tha cow- 
boy’s professiidnal trainiling, to whitch 
no dxcaption could or can be taken, 
but if dts pratctige involves the risk of 
infliidiing suffering on the antimals, 
tivein' dit djoes not seem, suitable thialt it 
should be indulged in as am amuse 
ment for spectators, but should be 
confined to necessary profassiofal 
practice.

CHIEF JUSTICE SCOTT 
DIES SUDDENLY 


Edmonton, July 28.—David Lynch 
Scotit, chiief justice of Alberta, dicd at 
hiis summer residence at Cooking Lake 
on Saturday afternoon. His death 
came with great suddenness. He was 
well past 78 years of age, and was 
somewhat! feeble, but there was no 
thought or alarm of his early demise. 
He had been regular in his attend- 
ance at count during the recent ses- 
sion. He wa's seized on Friday and 
died after an illness of scarcely more 
than twenty-four hours. 

Chief Justice Scott is not only one 
of tthe oldest judges in Canada in 
point of service, but was one of th’ 
pioneers of Western Canada. He was 
born at Brampton, Ont., on August 
21, 1845. tHe was educated at the 
Brampton Grammar school. He was 
educated im law in Orangeville, and 
called to the bar in: that town in 
1870. He practised: there for twelve 
years, comiing to Regina in 1882, short- 
ly after the coming of the railway. 

He soon became an active = citizen 
in ‘Regina and was the first Mayor 
of that city, which post ‘he held in 
1884 and 1885. 

He soon became a leader of the bar 
in Regina and was the legal adviser 
of the government in the territories. 
He was one of the counsel in lhe case 
agalins|t Louis Refl, the notorious half 
breed rebel, who ‘was’ conviicted of 
high treason anid afterwards ‘hanged. 

Resident of Calgary 

In the early nineties he became a 
resident of Calgary, practising his 
profession im that city. He was ap- 
pointed lio the bench of the North- 
west) Territories: in 1894. 

With the division of the North West 
Territories into the two  provinges, 
Mr. Justice Scott catme to Albena 
and was a ‘member of the Alberta 
supreme court from ithe beginning. 

In 1921 with ‘the division of the Al- 
berta bench imto appeal and trial 
yrandhe's, the became chief justice cf 
‘he lappeal count, whitch carries with 
't the chief justiceship of the  prov- 
ince. F ; 

He was married to Mary McVit'' 
of Barrie, Ontario, in 1883. He wasia 
member of the Angiitcan church. 

The funeral will take place at 2.30 
this afternoon. He ‘is survilved. by his 
widow, two ‘sons, Dr. Walter Saclit of 
Edmonton, and Morris A. Scott of 
Chicago, and by two daughters, Mrs. 
D. M. Brown, Sterco, Alta., and Mrs.

Here and There 


The value of Ontario’s mineral: 
production for the first quarter of 
_ the present year, as shown by a 
report of the Department of Mines, 
has increased $2,333,000 over the 
corresponding quarter of last year, 
the total being $11,575,151 and 
$9,241,858 respectively. Silver was 
the only metal of importance to 
record decreased production during 
the period under review. 


Among the passengers sailing on 
the Canadian Pacific liner “Mont- 
laurier” for England on July 8th, 
was E. W. Beatty, Chairman and 
President of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway. While in England, Mr. 
Beatty is scheduled to address the 
Associated Advertising Clubs of 
the World on July 17th on the sub- 
ject of “Building an Empire with 
Advertising.” 


Excellent reports as to the hunt- 
ing in the Caribou district of Brit- 
ish Columbia are being received. 
F. W. Pridham and Fred. Shaver re- 
cently returned from a month’s 
sport in that district with an excel- 
lent specimen of grizzly bear weigh- 
ing about 1,400 pounds. They saw 
moose, caribou, deer, black bear, 
pheasants and grouse, and consider 
the district a hunter’s paradise. 


Addressing the annual meeting 
of the Bond Dealers’ Association of 
Canada at Toronto recently, the 
President declared that during the 
12 months ending May 1st, $507,- 
917,000 worth of Canadian bonds 
had been distributed, this being by 
far the largest total issued in the 
Dominion in any post-war year. 
The most striking feature in this 
connection is that about 89 per cent. 
was absorbed within the borders of 
Canada. 


On June 18th Winnipeg, Man., 
celebrated the fiftieth anniversary 
of its incorporation. From a strug- 
gling frontier village of the 70s, 
Winnipeg has forged into the posi- 
tion of third largest city in the 
Dominion, with continental repute 
as a railroad centre. It is the Gate- 
way of the West and 100,000,000 
bushels of prairie grain pass 
through it to the head of the lakes, 
whence it goes to the markets of 
the world. 


Twenty-five officers and 200 men 
of the Royal Navy, from the special 
service squadron headed by H.MS. 
Hood, enjoyed a trip through the 
Rockies over the Canadian Pacific 
lines while their ships were an- 
chored at Vancouver recently. The 
sailors, who made a point, in true 
naval style, of seeing and doing 
everything, were enthusiastic over 
the scenery at such show-places as 
Banff and Lake Louise, which they 
declared the most beautiful they 
had seen in all their world cruise. 


To add encouragement to the 
Taising of high-class swine, which 
is ‘being fostered by the govern- 
ments of Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
and Alberta, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway is awarding a champion- 
ship cup to the Boys’ and Girls’ 
Swine Clubs winniug the club com- 
petitions in these provinces. The 
cups are for annual competition, 
but will become the property of the 
club if won for three years in suc- 
cession. Medals will be awarded 
individual members. This year win- 
ning teams resident on the Com- 
pany’s lines will also be granted a 
free trip to the Royal stock show 
at Toronto.
